Possibilities of Conservancy to Improve Channels for Steamers 
to Hankow: An Enterprise Not Worth the Cost: 
Question of Flood Prevention 


In the autumn of 1931, it wi! 
be remembered, an international 
commission of ‘enginecrs meb in 
Shanghai to consider the future 
necessities of the Port. Growing| 
out of this undertaking arose. the 
Targer idea of conservancy of the 
Yangtze and in December of that 
year Mr, Fs Palmer, the British 
member of the Port of Shanghai 
Commission, with Mr. Von Hei 
denstam and Mr, Yang Pao-ling, 
‘submitted to Peking certain re" 
commendations, On the strength 
of these the Chinese Goveroment| 
fet tip a representative body, pre- 
sided over by Mr. Kao Ling-wet, 
to take charge of. all questions | 
conecruing the improvement of 
the Yangtze, which, in turn, ap- 

jnted » technical committee. A 
Survey’ Department was organiz- 
ed under the charge of Mr. G. G. 
Strocbe, an engineer of consider 
able experience in the P. W. D. 
of the Philippine Government, 
to earry out a system of necurate| 
levels botween Hankow and Woo

FLOOD PREVENTION, 














‘The roport concluties sith some 
extremely interesting remarks on 
flood prevention. In this respect 
the Yangtzo “is remarkably free 
from such disastrous floods as. 
‘those which have frequently oc. 
curred in ‘the Yellow | River.” 
None. tho less floods ocour and 
Mr. Palmer touches lightly upon 
‘the question of adequate dykea| 
to. provent thom, “"Thero  ap- 
pears to bo only ono method (he 
nis) of obtaining a reverue suf 
ficiene to meet tha Sutercst and 
maintenance charges on a work’ 
of such magnitude, and that is by 
tho imposition of « small tax 
‘upon the protected area. Tt would

“How such a proponal (ie, the

naturally would appeal most, to 
those responsible for the lives 
and welfarg of the poople. would 
be, not. so much tho prepardtion 
of ‘better navigable channels, but} 
rather tho allevintion of these 10s- 
ses of Jife ond property which oc. 
‘cur with such frequency, if” sot 
indeed year by year—Tosses which 
must ba. matter of almost con- 
tinual consideration by the tocai 
authorities; and it is felt that no 
encroachment. upon. provivcial 
Fights would be, invelvedin soak: 
ing. at least that. co-operation 
which would allow of proposals 
being formulated. Nothing done 
in the way of survey work would 
affect those rights, and, therefore, 
‘the time may be ripe to endear. 
four to obtain the data required 
for a comprehensive view of the 
whole situation.”

CHARITY AND WORK

'A WRiTER in a recent issue of 
the “Contemporary Review" 
hag a, searching. article on the| 
“Financing of Charities’ io 
‘England. He estimates the 
amonnt of capital —investe:| 
for charitable  purposes—apart| 
from the value of “house pro-| 
potty, offices, alms houses, : or- 
phin’ homes, ete.—at nearly 
£100,000,000.' ‘The annual in- 
‘come of charities from yolun- 
tary sources he reckons at 
°618,000,000. Both sums tend] 
to increase from year to year. 
‘These charitable fufids belong to 
vocieties which issue annual re-| 
ports and so can be tabulated. 
(hey do not include what may 
ho ‘called’ casual - charity, in-| 
‘dividual gifts of which no record! 
in kept nor the amounts collected| 
by the begging fraternity on, the| 
streets or by house to house soli- 
citation. ‘These contributions, 
though separately small, must, 
in the Aggregate, amount to a 
vast sum.

8 in tho habit of giving a con- 
tribution from time to time dur- 
ing a long ‘course of years.

beggar is master of one of the 
best paying professions in ex- 
istence. He has spells of good 
and seasons of bad luck but he 
has no business losses, is never 
out of work, and must be coit- 
wtitutionally " ill-adapted to that} 
tation in life to which he was| 
called, if ho does not make, at 
least, comfortable living at the 
drade, “‘And now abideth these! 
‘three, Faith, Hope and Charity, 
and the greatest ‘of these is 
Charity.” 

But chavity is fallen on evil} 
‘days. She is no longer the chief! 









































of tho three Graces. A “char. 
lity child" or “‘charity school” 
are words of sinister siguificanco| 
‘and processions of unemployed,| 
We believe, usually car-| 
ried banners ‘with some such| 
motto as "“D— your charity; 
give us justice." And justice as 
the working man now construes} 
it means that ho is entitled to a| 
day's wage whether he works for 
it or not. At the first blush the| 
claim seems pr 13 on 
ough, but do not let us rasbly| 
‘conclude that it is utterly un- 
reasonable, Here stands Tom] 
Jones with strong, willing 
hands. ‘Through’ no fault of bi 





asks nothing better of thie world 
than that these idle hands should| 
be filled with work. Te day] 
is past when’ the world might| 
say, “Tt is no concern of mine. 
I am not my brother's keeper. 
If you eamot find work then, 
go starve."’ Tom Jones would) 
probably reply, “But a little| 
while ago you had a war. I did 
not think it was my concern,| 
but you assured me. that- this 
was my country and it was up| 
to me to fight for it and die for| 
t—'' And so on.

Of the year’s work detailed 
in tho report, perhaps the most 
visible bonefit is that derived] 
from the construction of the! 
Masai floodgate, completion of 
the Tung On dyko and repair of 
certain other nthe 
East.

‘Tue corresponience between| 
‘Mr. Ramsay MacDonald and] 
M. Poincaré is most weleome, 
both in itself and for the fullness 
of publicity accorded it. When 
in private life two friends are| 
divided by mutual grievances, if 
they truly wish their friendship 
to continue, the first thing they] 
must do is to say frankly what 
they have against cach other. 
‘There is no. reason why the| 
same rulo should not apply to 
nations, but it rarely does 50. 
In the caso of Great Britain 
and France thero has been a 
great deal of journalistic pin- 
pricking on both sides of the 
Channel, but no effective at- 
tempt by Ministers to stato the 
grounds of complaint clearly, 
Last September Mr. Stanley

Some eight hundred’ odd out 
of a total of over two thousand 
electors participated ‘in this 
week's Ménicipal Election, ‘This 
is not what ono would eall a xe- 
presentative proportion, 
when an analysis of tho election 
is mado thé favts are'worse thaa. 
ever. On the firet day of the 
pall_no moro than two hundred 
and fifty peoplo registered. theit 
votes, and.only the final hours 
brought forth the real voting 
power. of the eommitnity, Con- 
sidering how wo stand in rel 

tion to natiyo China, these 
figures are not by any” means 
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satistuctory : in fact we ought to} 
have been in a position to show} 
that every man and woman pos- 
sessed of a vote had taken ad- 
vantage of the occasion to_re-| 
gister his or her opinion, Had 
it been only a one-day poll the 
results might have been very! 
different, for there was one can- 
didato greatly fayoured by a] 
particular section, _ generally 
‘considered the reforming section| 
‘of the community, and it is fair-| 
ly certain that “his supporters] 
turned out in strength at the] 
‘carliest possible nioment to help| 
his’chanees at the poll. ‘The 
fact:that they were unsuccessful 
does mot in any Way detract 
from th value of the work they) 
do in a mumicipal sense for the 
‘community, and it should be an 
indication to the other electors 
that it is high time. that they’ 
likewise took an active interest 
in municipal affairs. After all, it 
is scandalous that people sbouid 
content themselves with merely] 
paying rates, and having di 
charged this duty should not 
think it wortli while going to:the| 
poll to vote for the people they| 
would wish to see on the Coun- 
cil, Furthermore it is hardly!

throne in a physical no less than 
‘tv spiritual sense, and the Caliph| 
has betaken himself to Switzer-| 
land. Surely a strange place to! 
find Hie spiritual head of Islam, 
and little wonder that one of the 
leading Indian Mohammedans| 
should describe it as a disaster. 
From time immemorial Moham-| 
medans have looked on Con- 
stantinople with probably even 
more Yeneration than followers 
of the Roman Catholic religion 
have looked on Rome, and their| 
iliph has been more _ sacred 
than the Pope. Whiy_ this 
should be so will be seen from a 
glance at the history of Islam, 
it will also be seen that the| 
millions to whom we have refer-| 
yed looked up to the reigning! 
sovereign in Constantinople. not| 
because he was Saltan of Tyr- 
key but that he was the Caliph, 
tho ‘spiritual head of the Mos- 
ems, the successor of Moham- 
med. 


Tn the Arabic the dignitary’ 























‘Khalifa, meaning “The Sue- 
cessor.” Egyptians refer to 
him as the Khaleefeh. The’ 
Sultans of Turkey derive this| 
title of Caliph from the assign-| 
ment made by the then Abbasid] 
Caliph to Selim I, the second 
Sultari in succession to Moham- 
med II, the conqueror of Con-| 
stantinople. Mohammed,” the| 
founder of the Islamic ‘faith, 
with the object of preserving the| 
integrity of his: religious  com-| 
munity, bad made arrangements| 
by which his authority passed to| 
1 successor. His ancestors had 
long: been. guardians of the| 
sacred shrine of the Kaaba, 
from which’ Mecea derives its 
sanctity, and of Medina which 
contains -his Mausoleum and| 
which is Held in equal venera-| 
tion. Tt is believed among all 
the sects of Islam that these] 
cities can never pass under non-| 
Moslem guardianship without 
onvalsing the Moslem world, 
and we here get a hint of how 
revolutionary is the step which| 
Angora has taken. Next in or- 
der of veneration come Trak or| 
Mesopotamia wliero lie buried 
the holy Tmams (priests), and 
Stomboul (part of Constantino- 
ple) sanctified in Moslem eyes| 
by the remains of holy men and] 
champions of the faith who had 
lived and died there. 

Having, as it were, indicated] 
the religious geography of Ts- 
Jam, we must continne upon its 
history, and at this point it 
should be mentioned that Tslaxn 
is divided into two principal 
seets; the Sunni and the Shiah 
Mohammedans, There are pro- 
bably 950,000,000. Moham-| 
medans in the world, but the} 
Shinhs can _harilly exceed 
30,000,000, and they are mostly 
in’ Persia.’

We need not déal here with 
the dreams of world conquest 
which animated the first hoklers| 
of the Caliphate, and space will 
‘ouly permit a short review of its| 
history. In 756 intense rivalry’ 
between two families for the 
Caliphate existed, the Omay- 
yads and the Abbasids. For a 
time the Omayyads were in pow- 
ex, but were later overthrown 
by the Abbasids who thereafter

Bagdad. For a certain period 
after 1258 the Caliphate was in| 
abeyance, but in 1261 the Sul-| 
tan of Egypt was invested with| 
the office. ‘This phase is ac- 
‘counted for by the destruction, 
of by a Tartor-Tor- 
‘coman force, when the Caliph,| 
his son and the principal mem- 
bers of his family perished. As 
‘one of the house of Abbas. the 
Sultan of Egypt was invited to 
take the Caliphate, and his i 
vestiture was attended with] 
great pomp and ceremony. The| 
Abbasid Caliphate lasted from 





1261 to 1516, when it was trans- 
Sultan off 


ferred to Selim I, 
‘Turkey, who incorporated Egypt 


in the Ottoman Empire. It] 


was thus that Constantinople, or| 
we should say Stamboul (the| 
real name of Stambou! is Islaxo- 


bol) became the headquarters oi| 


Islam, the namo “Islambol"’| 
meaning City of Islam, So it 
has remained until to-day, when|

Tt has frequently been argued

The Mixed Court Prosccution for 
an Infringement of Trademarks 
In tha Mixed Card em Tuesday 
a caso in which tho alleged ine 
fringement.of trademarks was, tho 
‘subject of ‘a prosecution eames to 
an ond with the conviction of the 
Jaccused. ‘The caso was heard by 
Mr. Allman, American Assessor, 
und Mr. Li, Magistrate, tho ae: 
feused being & grocer neamed Yung 
Ghong-mng. “There wero two 
changes, the first 
to a brand cf tinned milk import- 
cd by Messrs. Carlowite & Co., 
who alleged that defendant. forg- 
ed and uttered. the trudemark of 
hn ‘eagle and the words. “El 
Aguilo Dol Oro,” “Registered 
Trademark,” and sold and. ¢ 
pesed for sale milk not supplied 
by" presceators beating — their 
name, thereby injuring thoit 
baeiness and credit. ‘Tho Nestle 
& Anglo-Swise Condensed Milk 
Co. prosecuted in the | second 
chavgo of sctling ilk bearing 
that firm's deviec, consist 
flying eagle upon which was 
‘written in Chinese “Flying Eagle 
‘Ola Brand.” 

Mr A.M. Preston prosecuted 
apd My J. W. Schoonfold defend- 
ed. 

‘The case was before the Court 
a week go, and was continued 
given by ‘9 representaive of 
Gx Toscday, - when evidenco was. 
Mossre. W. Funder & Co., anc~ 
ioneors, 16 tho effect that on 
[October 23: last year they sold 360 
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densed milk. ‘Ton ‘of these wero 
opened as samples, and at thas 
time. they were unlabelled.

iin to find that they were !abel- 
ed, which ho discovered when 
they were pencil. Ho knew that 
tho milk was not good : he bolxev- 
gl it, camo from Japan or possi 
bly Hongkong. He did not take 
any samples to the y 

‘The Assossor asked why, having 
bought it as unlabelled milk, he 
did not send it back when’ he 
found that it was labelled. 

Witness roplied that, they often 
hought milk as uninbelled and 
then found ‘that the ting had 1a 
dels on them, He admitted That 
ho know the brand of Carlowite 
& Co.'s mille which had been in 
tho market for 15 or 20 yoars, but 
he had not seen it for several 
years past: 

In giving the decision of the 
Court the Assessor said thie they 
didnot believe, the story of the 
defence, They believed thay tho 
milk had~been" bought unlabelled: 
and a fine of $30 would be impos

Five More Chinese Offenders: 
Tmitation Cigar Bands: Pro- 
secutors’ Rights Challenged 
A teade name imitation on an

Mir. Holborow informed _ the 
Court that his client claimed 


ownership of tho “Londres” cigar 
trademark, and the matter was. at 
present in the hands of tho Brit 

Court, Proceedings had 
been ‘begun in tho Mixed Court, 
but these ‘had been stayed for tho 
time being. No objection wae 
taised to the present proceedings, 
but it was not admitted thai, 
Messrs. Olsen wero owners of 
‘tho trademar 

‘Two Chinese in the employ of 
Mr. Delbourgo gavo evidence as 
to purchasing so-called “Londres” 
cigars from the defendants’ shops, 
Paying soven or eight coppers for 
each one. They, were all taken 
from a. ““Londres”” box. 

Mr, Delbourgo gave evidence 
that his company represented the 
[Oriental Cigar Factory, who wore 
makers of the real” “Londres” 
cigar. A good deal of trouble had 
‘been experienced with dealers 
who sold imitations. ‘The original 
cigar was sold for about $3.00 
hhox, but the imitations were on 
tho market at 90 cents a hundred, 
He estimated thab 300,000 im: 
itation “Londres? cigars wero di 
posed of every month, and this 
was doing his busineds a great 
deal of harm. 

‘The defendants offered various 
denials of the charge. Ono of 
them said that if a icustomer 
asked for a “Beautiful Woman” 
brand of cigar he was given one. 

for ial “Londres” —

“Stupidity” and Strategy 


In @ paper on “Ancient: Dipl 
macy,” read to the Classical A: 
sociation Mr. F. E. Adcock said 
the verdict of the ancient world 
was ‘that when you wanted a 
diplomatist . you employed a 
Greek. At Sparta diplomacy was 
fe carcer. It’ was fashionable to 
call the Spartans stupid; the 
Grecks called them: wily. ' They 
were, it sormed to him, persistent 
ly ind intelligently’ ‘dishonest, 
and this, of course, led to stupid 
ity when they deceived them 
selves as welt as others. In the 
war between . Persia. and Spara 
‘at, the beginning of tho-fourth 
century they used diplomacy as 
& part of strategy; and tho 
Persians went one ‘better at the 
‘same game. But when they had 
‘8 clearly conceived pol’ 
were able ta pursue it with adroib 

‘And sometimes thetr 
diplomacy had a note of construc. 
tive cunning. 

‘The Spartan diplomatists teom- 
ed like tho successful Spanish 
Ambassadors of the 1eth and 17th 
centuries, with their gravy, di 
ereet impressiveness, which ma 
ed a vast denl of finesse, Here, 
perhaps, they had. the advantage 
over thé Athenians, whose native 
eloquence and love of intellectual 
display made them bad listeners, 
He doubted if any amount of 
practice in suppressio veri could 
Ihave inade Demosthenes discreot. 

‘What. was perhaps more char- 
acteristic of Greek: diplomacy was 
what he called a kind of logic, It 
was possible that had thore been 
fa, little ess logic, at Athens 
Greece would have been ° spared 
the impoverishment of tha Pelo- 
ponesian War.
